HISTORICAL HIGHLIGHTS 


Eighteen former members of the U. S. 
Assay Commissions met in 1964 during 
the American Numismatic Association 
Cleveland Convention to launch our 
organization. 


Encouraged by our gracious "Lady of 
the Mint," Miss Eva Adams,and skill- 
fully guided by Ray Lefman and Matt 
Rothert, organization details were 
soon completed. The "Old Timer Assay 
Commissioners Society" was a reality 
having one purpose: To keep in touch 
to further good fellowship. 


Commissioners only are eligible for 
membership. Annual dues are $3.00. 
Funds are ear-marked for the yearly 
party-meeting to be held at the site 
of the A. N. A. Convention, 


The first official meeting was held 
in Houston August, 1965. Miss Adams 
was named "Keeper of the Pyx." Mrs. 
Williams became “Assistant Keeper of 
the Pyx." Hon. R. H. Wallace was e- 
lected an Honorary Member and named 
"Keeper of the Pyx." 
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August, 1966 found us in Chicago and 
it was Miami Beach in 1967. Now here 
we are in San Diego in the year 1968. 


The distinctive bronze medals shown 

on the cover were designed and given 

by William Louth. Credit goes to Ray 

Lefman for promoting this effective 

attendance scheme. These medals are 

valued mementoes. They can't be pur- 

chased nor are they available to mem- 
bers absent from meeting.
